Two Ute Indiana arrived here three days ago

from gait Lake Valley, and they corroborate the

statements of Brown in regard to the movements of
the Mormons.
A huge number of Sboshenee or Snake Indiana

have reached this ramp from the Wind River
Mountains, where they spent tbe Winter. They
report that Wa»h-a-k«eek, their chief, with all of bis
warriors, had joined With the Grow* and Bonnacks
ha an expedition against the Black feet, who have
stolen nearly all the horses of theae several tribes
during laat Winter.
A large amount of powder, amounting to several

thousand pound*, was seized on the 20th of last
¦tenth at Fort Bridger, in a train of Messrs. Rus-
oell Sc Waddle, the contractors for the transporta¬
tion of the supplies, &c, to this army. Th
powder waa found in a lot of goods consigned t
Wm. Hooper, a Mormon merchant in Salt Lak
City, which Messrs. R. A W. eoguged last Sprin¬
te deliver to him in the eity. It was peeked up in
boxes in such a manner that its presence woul
.at bo suspeeted.

The body of a man was found on the 24th inst.,
hargiig to the limb of a tree, in a secluded spot on

Smith's Fork, about eleven iniles above the cross¬

ing ef the main road, by a party of dragonis who
were ramped on that creek at the time. From tho
position of the body and the signs ab>ut the spot it
was evident that the man had not committed
suicide, and the appearance of the body indi¬
cated that it had been there for several months.
The body was sent for and brought to this camp,
and on the 2d inst. an inquest was held over it by
David A. Burr, esq., Justice of the Peace for this
county, when it was identified by several witnesses
aa the body of a soldier nucoed Clark, who was a

private in company I, of the 10th infantry, aud
who deserted from the command on Ham s Fork,
about the 9th of October last. Tbe Jury rendered
. verdiet in accordance with the facts above stated.
A few cases of assault and battery were tried

before Mr. Burr at Eckelsville during tbe same

week, and the offenders punished. ()n Monday, the
1st inst, the United States District C »urt met pur¬
suant tc previous adjournment; there were no caies,
however, brought before it fur trial, and after ad-
Kitting several persons to citizenship, it aijourned
until the 1st Monday in April.

Several "caches of potatoes, amonnting to some
900 bushels, were lately discovered at Fort Supply,
aad we are now luxuriating for a few days en this
wholesome esculent. We have, however, to eat
.ur potatoes without salt, that article haviog been
unite a stranger in tbe camp for several weeks
past The last I saw was offered to me in a annff-
bei by a gentleman with whom I was dioiug, io
.rder that I might take a pinch of it. We are very
aerry to hear that our kind friends at Fort Larainvo,
having sent ns all they had last Winter, are now

Without salt themselves.
The weather is now balmy and delightful, and

we sit all day without fires, and with open doors
Sprirg opened up a ns about tnrcc weeks ago, aud
we have not had a cold day since. The ice in the
stream baa nearly all disappeared, and the hilia and
benrhes begin to look green with the new young
grass.

Several Mormon scouting parties have biveii seen

lately in our viciuity.
P. 8..Just as I close this letter, a man named

Ross, who crossed the plains as a teamster for

Bedford & Cabot, and who started in company
with two others for California when he reached
this camp last Fall, arrived here from Weber
Valley. He reports that when he reached the
Weber River (abjut 40 miles this side of Salt
Lake City), he met Ben Simonds, a mountaineer,
who persuaded him not to go to the city, and that
consequently he and bis companions spent the
Winter with Simonds. That this Spring Simouds
has gathered together all the Indians in his neigh¬
borhood, and is now on bis way to this camp with
ahem (about 400), for the purpose of letting them
snake a treaty with the Superintendeut of Indian
Affairs fsr this Territory. Ross confirms all the
statements made by Brown in regard to the Mör¬
sens. He says that the road is now open and
free from snow as far as the Wahsatch mountains

between Weber River and the city, and that the

grass is good. He has seen but few Mormons this
Spring. He knows of a large number of persons
who were killed last Fall by the Mormons in the
Vktinity of his camp.

THE " LFCOMPTt IN SWINDLE " ITS

FATE.

Lawrum i., K. T., May 7, 1W.
The news reached Lawrence, yesterday that

« Lcrompton" under the English thimble, has
passed Congress. It tomes back to the people for

ratification or rejecti»n, in the following manner
" and form, to wit:" that Hauses must take it or

stay cut of tb* Union. I^and grants with Slavery,
or tbe sale of the squatters' lands with Freedom.
Well, thia is a tacit admission on the pert of the oli-
garehy that the system of Slavery is so accursed
and odious that it takes the whole range of selfish
interests to be thrown in to give it the shadow of a

ehanee, but it won't work.
I have beard from several places to-day, and I

find that the chances for the Lecomptou Constitu¬
tion are much poorer than had b.>en anticipated.
The heart ol th*- people is right, and the handwrit¬
ing on the wall is so plaiu that even the few do
cians or speculators who would swallow the iniqui¬
ty arc paralyzed by the anjivt of affairs. Wfo will
?tare to stand up before the people and urge them to
take the l>rompton Constitution, even with the
4' threat and tbe bribe '" BtCU the "Lecomptou
half-breeds," as they are called, see the rum of any
Schern»' connect* d with the IsXWMftoU Constitution.
Had the Constitution been accepted as it first passed
the Senate, they might have formed a " peace" par¬
ty, not a dominant, but atill a powerful one, who
wo»Id have taken ground for accepting Lecompton
tocher*, it, to "prevent civil war." But now
everything that is to grow out of Lecompton must
have, ia some shape, the votes of the people.

But the Federal appoiateeo are doing ail they
(van to insure the sueeess of the swindle. I find
that the officers of tbe Land Office are industriously
j',i the squatters who go to that office on busi-
iiiit with arguments for tbe Leeompton Corntitu-
tOD. Even those of them wbo opposed tbe [<.
e<mpton Constitution at first are doing so. Tbe
poverty-stricken squatter who goes to the Land
Office t.i with appreheusions that be may lose
bis claim bas a stream of *' Iyecompton'* eloquence
poured into his ear by tho artful official. " If Le-
" romptou is accepted, the sales will be indefinitely
"postponed." They " will A<ir« to be postponed
" m order that the railroad lands may be selected."
Such are the arguments by w hich Federal office¬
holders nie try ing to seduce the people. In order
to estimate their force, it is necessary for the reader
to imagine the position of tbe squatter. To !i*>n
to »uch arguments ta "Oh, you know, the Le-
"eonptoa. Constitution will uever really amount to
" anytbirg. The Free-tState party ba* the power,
" and it will be ull right It would only be a nom-
" inal Slave State, and that a short-lived one; and
" bow rwduetire ') \* will save your farm." How
adroit the exercise of the President's power in pre-
eipitatirg the Land sales at such a time. What
foresight' Hut !c' the satrap of the oligarchs who
trembles it his own acts m the White House not
look for the ratification of I/ecompton under such
circumstances. That he should think that all men
can be bought with a bribe is natural; but there is
a paucity iu his reasoning. He has tried the men
of Km is by a 'mi standard. Wait'
"You cannot indict a uhoU people," and "you

"cannot bribe a whole people," has been said and
sung. OurGovernment of experimenting oligarchs
mean to try. Is there virtue in the people ' Does
a sense of right rise above selfish considerati roa,
and is the corruption ot representative powera per¬
version of that which i*. should signify I I think
the rebult will be such as to vindicate tbe squatters
ol Kansas. Even those who aresedish have brains
enough to know that the material interests of the
country depend chi. tly on national virtue and in¬
tegrity. There can be no prosperity where the
sense of public honor is rotten at the core. There
can be no luck in the soil that is watered by the
unpaid sweat of any portion of the children of men.
Let tboie oligarchs who thought they could buy or

frighten a people from their principles watch the
refult. They have had several lessons iu regard to
Kansas. 1 hey evidently need more. Wait!
Tho Leavesworth Constitution is destined to run

the gauntlet of Opposition from all quarters. The
Pro-Slavery mm are actively soundiug the notes of
preparation to aid in voting it down. Ad'the disap¬
pointed political aspirants whose virtue duet not
rite above the chances of office will be arrayed
against it. Tbe power at Washington has eveu

prejudged its case, and its emissaries here are say¬
ing even to its frierds- " It is useless." " It will
" be a loss of time." " It will distract matters and
" impair thi jnatiriul iuleretU of thr rountry." Even
some of the prominent politicians who have been
known as tbe friends of Freedom write luck that it
is hopeless. Prejudice is ai rayed against it, liecause
it is said to recognize the idea that negroes have
some rights.because it is not a document steeped
in prejudice. The Loaveuworth Constitution is
thus destined not to vaNi over the course. Its
friends and its foes will be arrayed for or against it.
lor the first time all parties will participate in
adopting or rejecting an organic law for Kansas.
Let us not predict the result. Slavery bas every¬
thing in its favor. Prejudice is its handmaid, and
disappointed political ambition its servitor. Aroused
by these favorable symptoms and by tbe fact that
the baud of poverty presses the squatters, the ser¬
vants of tbe oligarchs are girdiug on their urnior for
the light. "Democracy " flatters itself that it will
be able to kill the peopled Constitution here.
Wait!

DOLLAR-OUS DENVER.FORT SCOTT-
THE CANVASS.

From Our Special Or rrsipondent.
Lecompto.v. K. T., May 8, 1858.

I have jast been informed of a trifling circum¬
stance that throws a little light on the otherwise
mysterious character of the present Territorial
Executive. The Governor, iu the puissance of his
Territorial might, has thought proper tu charge
officers elected by tte people §1 each for their
commissions. I have just seen gome gentlemen
from Anderson County, elected to some of the
county or township offices there, who have repudi
ated the demand and the commissions together, and
who go back to their constituency with the convic¬
tion that they can do without Territorial offices
about as well as formerly. The quietness with
wkieh thia haa been managed*hince the people got
this matter iu their own hands, leads me to suspect
that tbe Collar must have been paid in a large num¬

ber of cases. It will be recollected that there was

an election under Territorial law for county and
township officers Some time ago. The number of
officers then elected it would be difficult to com¬

pute; but as there were county officers of all kinds,
township Boards of Supervisors with their neces¬

sary officers, together with Justices of the Peace
and constables, there must be a perfect army of
them ull over tbe Territory . To levy a poll-tax of
$1 a head on all these aspirants for official honor
before they can receive tbe dignifying piece of
paper from "one.!. W. Denver," shows an appre¬
ciative talent for arithmetic, not to meution that
political economy that "shows nations and Individ-
" uals how to become rich." Besides, the dollar-
fleece from this army of official martyrs would
make a very sung addition to the meager $3,500 a

year allowed his Excellency by the organic act.
That any rebellious "Abolitionist" should refuse

thus to be mulcted is only another evidence of that
"insurrectionary" character to which President
Buchanan so pathetically alluded in his message.
One of the Anderson County men.Chairman, I
think, of some Board of Supervisors.in alluding to
the dollar, told me in a profanely irreverent way
that he " would see the Governor d.d first." and
added that tbe " folks down his way had got aloug
"splendidly without tV'/us luvs" and, he believed,
"would prefer doing without them yet."

By referring to the organic act it will be found
that the duty of the Governor in issuing commis¬
sions is neither discretionary not contingent In
section 20 I read:

" He shall commission all officers who shall be
appointed to office under tlie laws of said Territory,
and shall take can- that the laws be faithfully ex¬
ecuted."
Nor could its necessity arise for printing blanks,

even if these latter cost a cent apiece, for, by the
thirtieth section of the organic act, the contingent
exp* rises, together with the salaries of the Territo¬
rial officers «ik1 members of the Legislature, are to
be paid by Congress. The people iu a Territory
generally understand that one of the few advantages
attendant on a Territorial Governuient is that Con¬
gress defrays the expense of it. It is therefore
that some of the officers elect refuse, like modern
Humpdens, to pay this "ship money." In the
first place, it is not ri^ht; in the second, dollars are
scarce in these times.
Tbe action of several of the Federal officers in

this respect shows that the people of tbe Territory
are regarded as a flock ol geeec, which it is the le¬
gitimate business of a Federal officer t*» pluck.
One of the Land officers here charged preeniptors a
ff."> foe which he was not entitled to. This was

finally interb red with, but they still contrive to get
a good rleal more than they are entitled to. All of
these matters are a very apt illustration of how of-
beers condui t themselves when placed over a peo¬
ple to whom they are not amenable. The only
qualification lor Territorial officers that the Admin-
wtratiou acorns to insist upoa is that they shall be
devout apostles of Slavery .

V ith regard to this matter of paying, the organic
act gives the Terriunal Legislature the power of
inakug appropriation., wln-h appropriations are to
be gov.r.cd by the acts of Congress and the
amounts appropriated by it. But we find thit in
former turns the amount that Congress appropri¬ated wa*i exceeded, and further appropriations an-
he.pntcd. For instance, the Miasouri Begat I^g
islature appropriated |10,000 for the Constitutional
CoarveataOB, which aas paid by the General Qov-
erUaUent, although no act of Congress had ever
squ.nted eveu toward such an obj«H t. Sine, how¬
ever, we s«-e the chaay, The people of Kam as
foi k the legislative power from their Missouri np-
sreeeore, and their Legislature also made an appro¬
priation for the Coa»ttIut.onal Convention hut the

Governor and other Federal beJ*nging* here refute
to pay a dune oa ,t Agam, tbe Legislator« by law
created a public printer and a Superintendent ef
Printing, aa they had a right to d<>. The earn- thing
bad bc« n dene before ibeiu bv the Mi**oiiri-Karm»
Legislature, and wan all right then, although the
first occupanta of 1 Lese poattions, like nearly all ol

tie appoiutrra of that bogus couccni, trete Missouri
Border Knffiiins. mmm, the Governor unceremo¬

niously kicks out these laws and officers. He t-ihe*
the pnntirg from the public pnttvr, and gives it to
bia favorites Dri,ygs of //.<? Ltcompto* Dtmocrat,
and the editor of Tkr Htruld of t rttdo-n. which
sheets bitterly assail tbe Lcavenworth Constitution,
and all of the parties whom tbe Admi.n-trationdesire
to an-ail. The latter sheet went so far in this dirty
wo#k aa to copy into its last issue a libelous article
from an Administration print in the States, which
accused the Sp< aker c f the Territorial Legislature,
Mr. L.otzler, of being a Lorse-thief and a inail-n»b-
ber. Mr. Dietzler has been in this community tot
neurlj four years, and has maintained a reputation
beyond reproach; atd, of course, the flagrancv of
tie Cbarg« excites much indignation here. But it
is thus that the Administration aud its creatures
seek to break down every one ia whom the Free-
State pei pie trust.
Fron Fort Scott there is nothing very remark¬

able. It is reported that Denver se it orders to re-

cull the rocrnt threatening reinforcement of troops
tn Port Scott. It was reported that a Missouri force
had come over the border, numbering several hun¬
dred men. to drive off the Free-State settlers. Copt.
Modtp< mery bad marched to the place with some

Mj 1 ree-State men, comprising three companies, but
had been unable to find them, and went back to

Sugar Mount. The Court at Fort Scott has been
unable to do anything up to the latest dates I have
received,

I firid that the Pro-Slavery men and Federal offi¬
cers here are verj jubilant over the idea that they
caii rr.ake schism enough in the Free-State party to

defeat tbe Lcareuworta aad adopt the Lecoinptou
Constitution. They are working vigorously to pro¬
mote such a result. I lUapect they are ODCOaraged
bj the fact that the Pro-Sin;cry faction have a ina-

joritf of the Board of Canvasser*. There are a

cokI many rumors about the appointment of a

Secretary of the Territory, which post is vacant,
and that fficer is one of the ca;ivas»ers. Tho At-
ton.ei-General, Weir, who is another, is believed to
have been tin active participant in the first Oxford
fraud. I fuspect therein some foul play brewing.

The session of tbe Legislature, which, take it

all in all, may be set down as positively and com¬

paratively dull and stupid, is occasionally enlivened
by revelations of election rascalities which are

quite t> frci.ii g. Petween one fifth and one-sixth
of all tbe seats in the House are subject to
contestation, and the unusual course has been
taken of examining witnestes at tbe bar. The
progress, retarded by forms which are not neces¬

sary in the Committee room, is slow, and as a

general thing the House is very thin when these
cases are under investigation. It has several
times been counted out for want of a quorum, and
the public, including a good proportion of tbe
ientl-r sex, who till the galleries when an exciting
question is up, withhold the patronage of their
pretence. It sometimes happens, however, that
these dreary election cases become positively start¬
ling. The strangest which has yet come up is that
of Lotbiniere. O'Farrcll, the candidate returned
as elected, has been shown to be guilty of some ex¬

traordinary frauds; and when be returns.for he
run away from Toronto when the disclosures be¬
came so bad as to put hin into a state of trepida¬
tion.he will be ignominiousIj expelled the House,
and will, under the law, be incapable of being
reflected for fourteen years, if, indeed, he be not

subjected to a criminal prosecution. The Return¬
ing Ofliccr, named Noel, was brother of the oppos¬
ing candidate. () Fnrrcl! first Commenced to tam¬

per with him, offering bin £100 If be would se¬

cure his election without a contest, and attempt¬
ing to induce him to open tbe poll too
soon, und thus void the election, if a contest could
not he avoided. These proposals being rejected,
O'Farrcll attempted to turn them into ..fun.'' At
the St. Sylvester Hall the most extraordinary pro*
ceedings tooh place. In tbe afternoon ol the second
day, the partisans of O'Farrell, rendered desperate
by tbe intelligence that Noel was far ahead at the
other polling placet, took possession of the poil, and
began to write down names with all the rapidity of
ii.en who were running a race against time. They
broke the windows, the flour and the ceiling of the
building, frightcniug away the deputy Returning Offi¬
cer Cote, w ho took rsfuge in the private house. Cote
was, however, forcibly dragged back and compelled
bo b« a party to the fraud. When the par¬
tisans of O'Farrell had written down as many
iiiiii.es as they liked.they said they wanted .J.iXNJ.
the) OOtnpolled the depUtj Returning Officer and
Me'Cullocb, tbe Poll Clerk, to certify to the cor¬
rectness of the book. In this part of the business,
O'Farrcll was himself a thief actor, declaring
that if Cote refuted to certify to the correct-
tess of tbe biniks, he would stand a good
chance of being punished. When O'Farrell foui.d
that the matter was coming before the House, he
tried to prevent Ode coming to Toronto to give
evidence j 0X1 bag that he would get nothing for his
expenses, and would run imminent risk of the jail.
O'FarreH's friends added that he would be assassi¬
nated in the woods, on hi* way to the railway station,
(»i ream tor Toronto.

O'Farrell offered Dr. Reed, of Quebec, j^öü to
steal the St. Silvester poll-book; and he is charged
with drugging Cöte ami another functionary in or¬
der to incapacitate them, on tbe second day of elec.

JAMAICA.
COLORED EMIGRATION INVITED FROM

THE UNITED STATES.
CstSSSflcdrnfe of The N. V. Tribune.

Kingston, Jsra., May 1, l-.v*.

The unexpected departure of the steamer Salad in

frum this port has enabled me to forward you this,
accompanied by some copies of tbe Kingston jour¬
nals, coLtaining a report of the proceedings of a

public meetirg held there on the 83d.
It was called with a view of determining up*

some plan to promote tbe emigration of the free
colored people of the United States into this
islsnd, was numerously attended, and distin
finished by the expression of strong sympathy with
tbe colored people of America, whose present op¬
pressed condition must havo forcibly recalled to

numbers of the audience and many of the officers of
the meeting their own struggles with prejudice and
Slavery here in days now happily gone by forever.

Doubtless a consummation of the expressed de¬
sire of the meeting, to introduce such an accession
to our population, would be fraught with benefits to
tbe island and the emigrants themselves. A single
glance at the composition of the meeting would of
itself have been a convincing evidence to the latter
tb.it their color.which in the United States is suck
a disqualification.is here by no means the slightest
obstacle in tbe way of their attaining any station of
honor or profit to which their abilities might entitle
them.
Tbe Hon. Edward Jordan, I'rime Minister of the

Island and May or and Custos of this city, is a man
of color. The Hon. Robert Osborn and the Hon.
Richard 11 ill, both members of the Governor's
Ci uncil, are also of the same complexion, and the
House of Assembly is very equally divided between
the whites and colored; in fact, you find them in every
rank of society, and filling the highest offices in
every department of State, with ereilt to them-
M M s. ami to the satisfaction of the public.

It is rumored that a Mr. Dalton from Louisiana,
who addressed the meeting, goes back to tho United
States, bearing a commission from Gov. Darling
authorizing hin to make some preliminary arrange¬
ments to bring the matter before the colored people
of the Sinthern States, with whose wants aud ca¬

pacities the fi rmer gentleman professes to be thor¬
oughly acquainted. It has also been suggested that
we should avail ourselves of the assistance of the
British Consuls at the port* in the Slave States, for
the purpose of disseminating information among
such of this class as are likely to become emigrants.
How far the "lire-eating and manifest destiny"
gentlemen, who go in for tbe acquisition and annex¬
ation of all the Caribbees, will be disposed to favor
tbe scheme of still further Africanizing this island,
time«Rill shew ; and an opportunity wiE soon be af¬
forded them to prove whether their anxiety to rid
themselves of what they profess to regard as a cum-
beriome and highly obnoxious portion of their
community, is real, or w hether their recent threat
of expelling them is only made that they may gain
credit for merciful forbearance by rescinding their
refolution of expulsion, and at the same tuJM till
the er tiers of the treasury by levying additional
heavy tax upon this already overburdened portion
of their population. Should the authorities of the
Southern states, however, throw no obstacles in
the way of a successful execution of the design of
the meeting alluded to, I have no doubt that at
the approaching meeting of the Assembly, some
measure will be adopted calculated to promote the
scheme.
The Governor, I learn, has expressed himself

most favorable to such a plan of emigration from
the United States as may be coupled with coloniza¬
tion.such a one being most likely, while adding to
the population, not to deteriorate it morally or
intellectually. F fOffl all that I can learn, there is a
stn ng party who entertain views similar to those of
his Excellency, and who decidedly prefer the intro¬
duction Of persons of this description to the half-
eiviHred eooly or, barasnroas African who would be
brought here as indentured apprentices for a term of
TOart. On the ttber hand, the planters, who des.re
boi.e and muscle.something to place at the end of
the hoe bai.dle.and are indifferent about the quan¬
tity of brains that accompany it, prefer the latter
cars, and. in ail probability, will not be most
favorably dtrpotcd to promote any measure l.kely to
introdflee a b<dy 01 small farmers, who must
eventually become rival producers of the principal
stai les and an influential class in society.
'He mercantile and other interests (not planting)

are, however, decidedly inclined to favor the former
plan, as beirg the best ealrulated to establish tho
profj erity ol the island on a firm basis. Large pro¬
prietors are usually absentees, spending ia England
or oa the Continent the means produced from a
ruccefsful cultivation of their estates: while small
farmers would constantly reside upon the island,
and b< ing of a class superior to the onl.nary laborer,
would have wants calculated to augment the impor-
tatiiu of foreign goods, thereby increasing the
r< staue, and adding uy their produttive industry to
tie i xports of our principal staples, and tbe general
proeperitj of tie island. At present, however, the
Govern r is unable to do more than express his con-

curvenee in the design of the meeting, as the Einen-
at* nacr, now in force, contains no provisions fir

t; c ntroductiou of any ther than indentured labor¬
ers, wLoare willing to work for a term of years,
hi d who aie introduced at tie expense of the pLut
ers.

The procee* is sim¬
ple and immediate; making your declaration, taking
ti e iath of allegiance, and registering your pipers,
may all be done m one or two days; and you are at
once admitted to all tho rights of eilucae bora upon
the sod.

On Wednesday evening, aboot 11 o'clock, the
schooner A. L. Hardy, Capt. Allen, from Norfolk, Va»,
boned to Providence, went ashore on Long Island, at a

rn,int about thirteen miles west of Montauk Point. The
crew of the vessel consisted of the captain and his two

brothers, and a boy about fourteen years of age. Im-
mediitely after the schooner struck, the mate was

washed overboard; and, as no assistance could be ren¬

dered him, was drowned. The captain and his remain¬
ing brother took the schooner's boat and endeavored to

reach the shore, but the boat swamped, and they per¬
ished almost as soon as they left tbe vessel's side. The

boy, who remained on the schooner, was taken off
on Friday morning about 10 o'clock, at which time
Mr. Charles B. Dayton, a wreck-master, drst reached
the scene of disaster. At the time the vessel went

ashore the weather wat clear, and the wind fresh from
the north. It is difficult to corjecture how the disaster
could have occurred, unless the captain had mistaken
a new 1 ghthouse, recently established near t^uogue,
fcr Montauk Light, and thereby been led out of b's
course. The spot where the schooner went ashore is
about five miles from the poitt where the ill-fated John
Milton was lost a;»hört time since. Tho cargo of the ves-

ttl.2,500 bushels of corn.it is thought may be saved,
though in a damaged condition, but tbe vessel herself
*ill probably be a total loss. Mr. Dayton, the wreck-
mist* r at the station near which the disaster oscurred,
came to New-I/ondon on Saturday evening in the
steamer Island Helle, forth* purpose of making known
the facts tf the case.
